Washington, Dec. 8.—Much that -nas 


said by Mr. Eoberts on the floor of the 
house and by Mr. Richardson, who op- 
posed the resolution of Mr. Taylor of 
Ohio, is contained in an address issued 
to the American people by Brigham H. 
Koberts. After reviewing the facts and 
proceedings *«sulting in the appoint- 
ment of the committee, Mr. Roberta says 
in part: 


"The member from Utah is not allowed 


to take the 
oath of office, and a 


committee is appointed to try him as to 
his alleged guilt of the offenses charged. 
Nay, even more is granted than was 
asked on the floor of the house. For a 
hostile committee has been appointed 
to inquire into the case. 
Its member- 


ship is made up entirely of those -who 
voted to adopt the method of procedure. 
If the creation of such a tribunal for 
•uch a purpose be allowed there is no 
reason why the committee should not 
bs made up of members of one political 
faith—for the majoiity may do as it 
pleases about that. 


"I asls the American people to stop 


and think what that may mean to this 
country in times of high political ex- 
citement and party strife and passion. 


"A formidable minority in the house 


may be reduced either to a very in- 
significant minority, or even blotted out 
of existence. 


"The representation to which a state 


is entitled on the floor of the house may 
be denied to it—as in this Utah case— 
for any length of time this committee 
may elect to deny it such representa- 
tion. 
Suppose that in this case the 


committee shall see proper to proceed 
with reasonable expedition to consider 
the questions involved, but what is thero 
to hinder it delaying its action, under 
one pretext or another, as long as it 
pleases? 
It can prolong its investiga- 


tions for two yean as well as a month, 
or a year if it so elects, and, meantime, 
deny to a state representation." 


Mr. Roberts states that if the present 


house can thus deprive Utah of her 
representation, there is no reason why 
It could not act the same regarding 
other states, and the next Democratic 
bouse could proceed in like manner with 
representatives from Republican states. 
Continuing, be says: 


"This new precedent also strikes down 


the constitutional guarantee of a right 
to one accused of crime to 'a speedy and 
public trial by an impartial jury of 
the state wherein the crime shall have 
been committed.' 
The proposition is 


not to deprive me of my seat in con- 
gress by the presentation of records of 
conviction for crime before courts be- 
fore which I have been found guilty, 
but to try me before, the committee of 
the house, to send for persons and pa-

A Handsome Dress. 


A very smart French gown is made 


in softest gray cashmere, in a kind of 
pinafore polonaise shape, the draperies 
edged throughout with a narrow trim- 
ming of mink tail and leaving visible all 
round the shoulders and for some depth 
back and front from the throat down- 
ward a kind of underbodice of violet 
panne, with long ileeves also in violet 
panne, covered closely with ecru point 
de venise, either real or else so good 
an imitation that it had almost exactly 
the same effect. The collar of violet 
panne covered with ecru lace was cut 
in one with the yoke and brought right 
up in points to the ears, curving down 
a little in front to make' room for the 
chin. Just here end there near the 
hem the polonaise draperies of gray 
cloth edged with brown fur were slight- 
ly lifted to show a simulated underskirt 
of ecru point de venise laid over violet 
panne. 


THE NEW POLONAISE. 


The polonaise has made its appear- 


ance again, but at present differs from 
the style m vogue some 10 or 12 year* 
ago by being devoid of fullness or dra- 
pery of any sort at the back. Indeed 
many of those seen now far more te- 
semble an elongated jacket open at the 
waist and having carved fronts reach- 
ing to the kneca, white at the back they 
are decidedly longer. Very often ttiii 
polonaise jis merely simulated, as wa/ 
the case in a very handsome gown of 
brown India cashmere and velveteen. 
Both materials were laid flat on the 
lining, the upper part of cashmere be- 
ing cut in the shape Just described, the 
edge boldly and fancifully curved. The 
juncture of the two materials was hid- 
den by a row of black and gold spec- 
kled braid, and this in its turn was out- 
lined by a narrow one of black. 


When the lower part of the skirt is of 


kilted material or silk Instead of plain 
velveteen, the upper part assumes a 
sheathlike 
appearance, 
the 
curved 


fronts overlapping for quite half the 
length of the skirt. Rows of velvet 
edge the kilting and border the polo« 
naise. For gowns of this sort plain an< 
fancy materials are often used togethel 
vvlth good effect. So far, the best havt 
had the kilting of the plain material, 
The most harmonious gowns have the 
underskirt, whether real or simulated, 
of velveteen. Both plain and figured are 
used, and it almost invariably appears 
again on the bodice in the iorm of 
sleeves and guimpe. Velveteen sleeves 
have an undeniably cozy look for win- 
ter wear, and those who still cling *.o 
the comfortable plain skirt have it 
trimmed at The extreme edge with a 
three inch band of velveteen, bordered 
on each ride T\lth a strip of fur about 
1% inches '.ride. 


The skirt with a deep Circular flounce, 


or with narrow trimming eairied round 
to simulate a flounce lends Uself well 
to a i olonaise effect—that Is, a skirt 
with polonaise fronts, which are stitch- 
ed in with the side seams. These fronts 
almost meet at the waist, widen gradu- 
ally and reach nearly to the edge of 
the skirt. The corners 'orm a sharp 
angle, and the ends are then sloped up-" 
ward. The trimming which edges the 
loose fronts is continued roand the 
skirt, gradually rising higher as it pro- 
ceeds toward the back. This trimming 
is of cord passementerie or open braid- 
ing laid over oolored silk or else with 
the narrowest velvet of some contrast- 
ing color tun through it. Turquoise 
blue on black India cashmere looks par- 
ticularly well, and orange is used ef- 
fectively on gray, dark green and navy. 


One of the handsomest walking gowns 


seen lately consisted of a skirt of myr- 
tle green velvet and a polonaise of wool 
bengaline. The upper half cf the skirt " 
fitted as closely as possible. The lower 
half was very full, except just in front. 
The trimming was simple, but most ef- 
fective. It consisted of an inch wide 
band of black astrakhan, on which 
partly rested a row of open black braid 
with an irregular looped edge. Follow- 
ing an alrhost invariable rule, the skirt 
was bordered with similar trimming. 
The fcieeves and wide revers were ot 
velvet; so also was the ceinture, which 
was arranged in a windmill bow at the 
back. 


The fancy for combining two or three 


rows of different trimming continues. 
Among the most effective was a quar- 
ter inch row of black and steel bead* 
laid above a half inch frill of gathered 
black ratin libbon. This adorned a 
gown of gray bengaline, but would 
have looked equally well on black. OR a 
brawn gown a narrow twist of chenill» 
in two different shades of brorn w.»,s 
headed by a single row of bronze beads. 


HOW TO DECORATE 


YOUR HOAE 


AT CHRlSTnASTIDE. 


Christmas would not seem cheerful 


without decorations. Some years ago 
the interiors of houses were neglected, 
BO* far as ornamenting them with holly 
and pine and mistletoe was concerned. 
Now there is scarcely a window on any 
prosperous residential street that is not 
prettier and brighter for a wreath of 
glistening leaves tied with a bow of 
eearlet ribbon. - Weeks before Christ- 
mas men are scouring the northern 
mountain slopes tor the fir, the spruce, 
the pine and the balsam trees. -In more 
southern states the black faced aunties 
and uncles and even the little pickanin- 
nies are busy all day cutting the most 
flourishing sprays from the holly bush- 
es, to be packed and shipped to the 
Christmas markets. In the orchards 
and the woods hundreds of little boys 
and girls, are peering, bright eyed, 
among the branches of the trees, look- 
Ing for the white berried mistletoe. 


When it reaches the market, it is tak- 


en out and displayed on stalls for sale, 
and for weeks before It Is needed peo- 
ple who are anxious lest the stock of 
greens should fail buy them up and 
pack them away in damp, cold cellars 
to keep until Christmas. Evergreens 
used to be bought and then made up 
into wreaths, but for house decoration 
they can be had from the florists and 
the other dealers so cheap that it Is 
not worth while to make them up at 
home. In most homes the decorations 
consist simply of a few wreaths of hol- 
ly hung about the walls, a spray of 
holly and mistletoe on the chandelier 
end a tree trimmed for the children and 
Icept carefully hidden until Christmas 
eve. Yards of evergreen may be bought 
in the shops, and this, with a cluster of 
holly or mistletoe shining here and 
there among Its folds, serves admirably 
to decorate archways. Palms and ivy 
are serviceable in decorating, but nei- 
ther ivy nor mistletoe should be used 
ia ehurches, because ivy is the plant 
sacred to Bacchus and was used in the 
•Id heathen celebrations. Mistletoe was 
wed by the Druids at their ceremonials 
and Is therefore out of place at a Chris- 
tian festival, as it, as well as the ivy, is 
too closely connected with the religions 
of the past. 


•.The Christmas tree Is one of the cus- 


toms that we owe to our Scandinavian 
ancestors and is due to the old story 
In Norse;mythology of the world tree 
ydgrasll. When the missionaries con- 
retted the savage northern vikings, the 
festival of the tree was continued under 
a different form, the bishops making 
the pine tree, with Its evergreen leaves, 
the symbol of the eternal life which the 
Christ had come to bestow and the giv- 
ing of presents hung upon its green 
boughs the type of the good gifts that 
Ood gives to men. 


The tree is in many houses the real 


center of the Christmas interest. The 
gifts of the entire household are placed 
upon It ,for distribution on Christmas 
eve. All sorts of bright ornaments are 
of course hung upon the tree, with no 
other object than to beautify It, and 
the quantity of these used determines 
its expense. A tree may be trimmed 
lor anjr, prica from fl to fioo. AJI a 


rule, the price of a tree- is about $2. 
Trees cost, however, all the way from 
25 cents to $5 and are of pine, "hemlock 
balsam, cedar and spruce. 


Most families who have small chil- 


dren to be interested in a Christmas 
tree pack away the nonperishable orna- 
ments from year to year. These include 
the gilt balls and tinsel figures that do 
so much to brighten a tree. Years ago 
candy ornaments were used almost en- 
tirely, the gilt ornaments being few 
and expensive. Candy hearts gorgeous 
with sugar lacework and well plastered 
with silver and gilt paint, figures of 
St. Nicholas, of fat candy cherubs and 
crosses painted with holly berries and 
green leaves were universally used. 


To trim a tree strings of colored pop- 


corn festooned from limb to limb are 
pretty and inexpensive. The top of a 
tree always looks well ornamented with 
a figure of the patron saint of the 
Christmas season, St. Nicholas. Small 
figures of this sort can be bought for 10 
cents at the dealers in Christmas goods. 
Bits of cotton fastened all over the tree 
make a fine imitation of snow. A yard 
of tarlatan costs but a few cents and 
may be cut up to make dozens of little 
boots and hearts, filled with bright col- 
ored candies, and stitched together with 
bright yarn. Tinsel paper can be cut 
into cornucopias, the interiors of which 
are lined with lace paper to cover the 
candy and protect it from the dust. 


Plenty of tinsel should be displayed 


upon the tree. . It costs little and can 
be saved to use again next year. The 
s*hops, too, have a pretty imitation of 
snow, made of fine tissue paper. The 
gilt bonbons, which can be bought in 
the shops by the dozen, not only make 
the tree look bright, but afford the chil- 
dren a lot of amusement. Sprays of red 
berried holly tied here and there on the 
tree tend to brighten it.- Gilt stars do 
not cost much. They may be even made 
at home, cardboard being cut out to 
form the st%r, and covered with gold or 
silver paper. Tiny candles to light the 
tree at night cost about 5 cents a dozen. 
Little metallic candlesticks to attach to 
the tree cost very little and are a pro- 
tection from fire. 


The. box that holds the tree may be

There was a, smash-up on the Fitch*

which waa endeavoring to get on to a 
side track, and out of the way of the 
express passenger train. The freight 
cars had got on to the siding, but the 
two engines, being used as double head- 
ers, had not got "ft the main track. 
There was a crash when the three en- 
gines came together and the tender of 
the express was driven back into the 
coach following. The passengers were 
badly shaken, but none of them, was 
seriously Injured. Engineer Winches- 
ter of the express and his fireman were 
injured, but not seriously. 


The accident was caused by the fail- 


ure of ' freight train workmen to go 
back with a flag.

Sprimgfield Kepublican haa (the fol- 
lowing amusing comment on a custom 
of all cities: 


"Now 
that the city departments are 


making their annual reports, it will be 
called to mind that in the past there 
has been an annual insertion of a lot 
of statistical tables the use whereof 
has yet to be learned. Of what general 
interest is it to the people of the city 
of Holyoke to read the full list of the 
meters in use, covering six pges, or 
the location, size and color of the 
hair of the water gates of the city, 
covering 17-pages of matter?

"Of course you bare all seen that 


old circus fake of the man running 
against a horse on the quarter mile 
hippodrome track," said a man recent- 
ly returned from Mexico. "I want to 
tell you that less than a month ago I 
saw a race of a man on foot against 
a wild horse, where the man won, and 
the race was on the dead level, too. It 
was down In Mexico on the edge of the 
Yaqul country, where they are just 
now pulling off their semiannual bar- 
gain counter Insurrection. I was down 
there looking after the Interests of 
some people who had money in the 
Yaqui placers, and I wandered over 
to the northwest to the edge of the 
Seri Indian country, where I happened 
to see the man who could beat a run* 
nlng horse. 


"The Seri country Is about 50 miles 


northwest of Hermoslllo, the capital 
of the state of Sonora. The Seris are 
probably the most peculiar Indians in 
the western hemisphere. They do not 
seem to be related by language, cus- 
toms or phvstcal make up to any 
other known tribe. They are a race of 
big, 
black giants for the most part, 


some of them measuring 6 feet 7 
and nearly all of them one or two 
inches over six feet The women will 
average taller than white men, so that 
the tribe as a whole Is a formidable 
proposition. They have the pleasant 
habit of killing off all weakling chil- 
dren, as well as the members of the 
tribe who are too old and feeble to 
shift for themselves, and the country 
they live in is so inhospitable that the 
tribe Is a fine type of the survival of 
the fittest In color and features they 
are more like negroes than Indians, 
and some of their rites and supersti- 
tions seem to have a distinctly African 
tinge. It is a capital offense for one of 
them to marry outside of the tribe, 
and the'principal tenet of their re- 
ligion, according to the neighboring 
Mexicans, Is to kill every one they 
meet who Is not of their own blood. 


"All this don't bear on the horse 


race particularly, but It will give you 
some idea of the sort of people the 
Seris are and lend a color of probabil- 
ity to an otherwise rather strong story. 
I kept hearing all sorts of pipe stories 
of the Seris as soon as we got any- 
where near their country. The Mexi- 
cans are afraid of them and endow 
them with almost fabulous powers of 
endurance and desert cunning. We | 
were told that a Seri could trail a man ! 
across country by starlight and that 
they never used horses except to kill 
and eat and that they could run down 
a deer on foot The deer story was re- 
peated by everybody, but I never met 
a man who pretended to have actually 
seen it till we stopped at the Costa 
Rica ranch, owned by old Pasqual En- 
cinas, right on the edge of the Seri 
country. Encinas Is the Daniel Boono 
of Mexico, and the man who solved 
the Seri problem for Sonora, He got a 
grant of land from the government and 
settled down right in Seri territory, 
surrounded himself with a small 
army of vaqueros and Papago In- 
dians, as armed retainers, and fought 
the Seris to a standstill. Now they 
are thoroughly afraid of him, and nev- 
er kill his stock if they can find any 
other brand on the range and never 
shoot his vaqueros from ambush with 
their poisoned arrows unless they hap- 
pen to have some personal score to set- j 
tie. As the old man and his followers 
have planted some 300 Seris In that 
part of the country it may be inferred 
that there are still some scores of that 
sort outstanding. 


"Old Encinas is very fond of talking 


over his coffee and cigarettes after 
dinner out under the brick floored 
veranda of the rancbbouse, and he as- 
sured me that he had several times 
seen Seris run down deer on foot. His 
explanation was that they trail almost 
as well as dogs, running by eye, of 
course, instead of by nose, and that 
they can go at a lope and keep a deer's 
trail through the brush, no matter 
what sort of ground he crosses. One 
of them will start out and scare up a 
deer in the mesqulte and keep after 
it at a swift wolf trot all day If neces- 
sary, never giving it a chance to stop 
for food or water. In the course of a 
day he will run it off its feet and kill 
it with a knife. 
" 'The first time,' said the old man, 


that I ever saw a deer run down in 
that way was soon after I got well 
settled here. The Seris were nomi- 
nally at peace with us for the time, 
and I had a lot of them working for 
me, as I have off and on all the time. 
One afternoon one of them came to 
me and asked to get off to go hunting. 
It was well on in the afternoon then, 
and I said to him: "Valga, yon do not 
want to bunt. Yon want to get drunk 
on Antonio Meguile's mescale and not 
go to work tomorrow." But he sulked 
around and said I wanted to starve 
his sorrowing family and that there 
were deer out in the mesquite yearning 
to be killed. So I told him to go, 
knowing well enough he would go any- 
how and probably take the whole lot 
of his fellows along with him if ho 
were crossed. 
I did not think any- 


thing more about him till after sunset, 
when he came np, just as we were 
stopping work for the day. I said to 
him: "Well, yon have had a good sleep 
In the brush. I hope you are satisfied." 
Bald he: "Yes, I did have a good sleep, 
and I dreamed that I killed a deer. If 
the senor will look over there he will 
see my son bringing him in." I looked, 
and there sure enough was a boy 
staggering In with a doe on his hnck 
with her throat freshly cut. The Serf 
had nothing with biro but a knife, and 
I examined the doe all over, and there 
*as not a mark oc her except the* silt 
in her throat I noticed that all four 
of her hoofs were off, and the Pnpagos 
noticing this said: "Yes, it is true that 
he ran her down. A deer always casts 
Its boofs when run to death by a man." 
I find that that belief holds good 
among all the Indians, but I have since 
noticed that in summer time, when th,o 
ground Is very hot and the deer are 
fat and heavy, the same thing often 
happens If you run them down with 
horses.'

self that satisfied me even better. Just 
before we were going to bed the major 
domo came up and reported that the 
verba Colorado had come into the 
troughs. It seems the verba Colorado 
was a little red mare, the incarnation 
of a devil in the wild range horse. She 
had a reputation among all the 3,000 
head of stcci on the ranch, having 
been a maverick so long-that when she 
was finally caught up and branded she 
was too wild to be of any use for ei- 
ther work of breeding.

MORE WAGES RAISED 


Eagle Mill Employes Noti- 


fied of the 10 Per 


Cent Increase 


RAISE AT JOHNSON AND DUNBAR 


Weavers of These Mills to Receive 


Increase of From 7 to 25 Per 


Cent. Additions 
to Other 


Woolen Mills 


Tfie announcement ot the 10 pej" cent 


Increase In the cotton mills at this city 
and 
vicinity made in yesteirday's 


Transcript was the cause of sincere re- 
joicing throughout the region, since' it 
means much added money ini clrcula 
tion, and greater comforts for all who 
are employed In the many mills. Thi3 
pleasure will be still further increased 
by the announcement of other increas- 
es today. 


Notices have been posted in the Eagle 


mill, controlled by the Windsor print 
works company, of a similar raise of 
10 per cent, to take effect next Monday. 
This will affect in the neighborhood of 
200 hands, and completes the list of 
cotton mills in Norhern Berkshire, in 
all of which! the increase has been an- 
nounced. 


It is not only in the cotton business 


that better wages are coming1 and in 
which prosperity is marked, however. 
The woolen business in the city was 
never in better condition of recent 
years, and one s announcement of in- 
creased wages is accompanied by re- 
ports of greater pay rolls and livelier 
business than for years In all the other 
woolen mills. 


It was announced today In the John- 


son and Dunbar weaving department 
that there would be an increase of 
wages of from 7 to 25 per cent The 
product of the Johnson and Dunbar 
mills la not in competition with the 
product of the mills now generally in- 
creasing wages, ao the advance an- 
nounced by Mr. Dennett is wholly in- 
dependent of the general wage move- 
ment and is simply due to better busi- 
ness conditions and the purpose of the 
management of the mllla to pay the 
highest T-ossibte price for labor. 


The advance In the Johnson and Dun- 


bar mills is not a general advance and 
for the simple reason that the> mills 
never made a general reduction. Out- 
side of the weaving departments the 
help in the Johnson and Dunbar mills 
are mostly working by the day, and 
outside of these departments the high- 
est wages are paid. Wages have been 
increased in these mills from time to 
time during the past three or 
fnnr 


months. 


-The worsted departments of the mills 
are on the highest wage seal* paid for 
the kind of work done. It Is known 
that the total wage of the Johnston 
and Dunbar mills for this year exceeds 
by $44,000 the wage of last year, and 
that without a proportional increase in 
the number of hands employed. 


At the North Adams manufacturing 


company there are notable evidencea 
of prosperity. The large addition to 
the mill which the company is putting 
up Is now nearly completed, and the 
work of moving In the machinery has 
begun. It is expected that the ne<v 
nart will be in use* within a month. 
The number of employes has bfi^n in- 
crea •=•»£, until now the pay roll of tha 
company is about $1000 a month morj 
than it was a year aga 
^ 


In Blackinton there has for some 


time been a very pleasurable condition 
among the mill employes, the schedule 


i of wages being what is known as the 
1 '93 schedule, and larger than at any 
time since that year. The number of 
employes Is about 400, and the mill is 
in a very flourlshirs1 condition. 


Strong, Hewitt and company's mill 'n 


Briggsville is now employing its full 
capacity of 175 handsi, and is doing a 
great deal in the way of adding to the 
equipment of machinery. Whitney 
brothers are now building an addition 
to the buildings for a new drier from 
the Hunter machine company, and a 
new elevator has just been put in the 
tower. The firm is also adding a six- 
foot boiler, and a smoke-stack was 
shipped today from Holyoke. 
A. new 


twister is on the way to the mills, as 
well as two new spoolers. The firm 
is constantly improving its equipment, 
and plans to make the Briggsville mill 
a mpdc-1 plant. Business is in a most 
satisfactory condition at the present 
time and the prospects are excellent foi 
the future.

MILKMEN STUDYIH6 METHODS 


In Other Cities for Protective Associa- 


tion to be Formed Here 


Since the first meeting of the milk- 


men who do business in the city, re- 
ported in this paper some time ago, 
the dealers have been talking more 
seriously than ever before of the sub- 
ject 
of an 
organization. 
Another 


meeting will be held in a short time, 
when it is believed that the beginning 
of some such organization will be 
made. The milkmen are now securing 
reports from other cities in the state 
which have such organizations, to 
learn the methods employed by the 
milkmen for mutual protection. 


The new organization will have a 


number of purposes. One will be the 
regulation of prices! Early in 
the 


winter it was reported that all the 
deealera had agreed to raise prices' to 
six cents a quart, but since then, some 
of the milkmen have gone back to 
five cents. Most of the dealers claim 
that milk which is properly cared for 
can not be sold at that price now, but 
nevertheless the failure of all to stick 
to the price decided upon is hurting 
those who do. It is believed that by 
mjeans of a guarantee deposit on the 
part of all members a price decided 
upon could be maintained, although 
they say there is no desire to maintain 
higher prices than are necessary. 


Another purpose of the organization 


will be the protection of members from 
deadbeats, who to some extent bother 
the milkmen in spite of the prevalent 
custom of charging for tickets in ad- 
vance. 


Many of the dealers are also anxious 


for the club as an organization which 
would enable all to stand together 
against any plan to secure a monopoly 
of the milk business in the city such 
as has been proposed. They say that 
when the plan was proposed before, 
the opposition was disorganized, and 
that each dealer was left in doubt as 
to what his competitors would do. 
With an organization like the one that 
It is expected to be formed, the deal- 
ers would be in a position to present a 
united front. 


HORSE POISONING CASE 


TO SELL LAND 


Pitlsfield Agricultural Society Discuss- 


ing Plans to Get Even 


The annual meeting1 of the Berkshire 


agricultural society of Pittsfield was 
held yesterday. Secretary Wright read 
the report of the committee appointed 
to solve he problem as to the best me- 
thod of raising funds to liquidate the 
indebtedness of the society. Their most 
feasible plan is to move the exhibition 
hall from its present location to the 
K2i cf the race track, and south of the 
grand, stand. This would centralize 
the attractions and by building tiers 
of seats from the tdge of the race track 
to the top of the exhibition hall, which 
could be sold for at least 10 cents a 
sitting, would piove a source of re- 
venue to the society. 


The committee also advised the mov- 


ing of the calf, swine and sheep pens 
to the plot within1 the race track or 
along the strip west of the track, as 
these changes, in their opinion, would 
make the exhibits more attractive than 
the present location. 


They also thought that the society's 


grounds are larger than necessary, and 
that a portion of land on the e«*t sidp 
of the grounds, eight rods deep and | 
about 36 rods long, should be cut up 
into building lots four by eight rods 
each, for which the society should re- 
ceive about $500 per lot. This would 
agrregate about $4000 after paying the 
expenses of the proposed 
changes. 


They believe that the ground remain- 
Ing would be sufficient for all future 
needs of the society, and urged the 
carrying1 out of the proposed changes 
at the earliest possible moment so as 
to have everything in readiness for 
their next fair. 


Local Doctor Investigating Peculiar 


Occurence in Readsboro 


Dr. A. A. McDonell, the veterinary, 


la now investigating a peculiar caae 
in which there may be criminal de- 
velopments. Last week Mr. Gould of 
Readsboro drove a fine pair of horses 
to Briggsville to get his son, and the 
two drove back to Readsboro. A short 
time after returning, the horses were 
taken sick, and one of them died al- 
most immediately. 
The other died 


the. following day. 
i 


Dr. McDonell was summoned, and 


was convinced that the horses had died 
from arsenic-poisoning. In the man- 
ger from which the horses had eaten 
their last meal of oats, he found green 
traces, and each animal had srreen 
froth about the mouth when it died. 


The doctor took a sample of the oats, 


and they are now being analyzed at 
Williams college. There Is little doubt 
that evidence that the oats were "doc- 
tored" with arsenic will be found, and 
a thorough investigation will be made. 


A peculiar fact in connection with 


the case is that within the last few- 
days another case of similar nature 
has occurred in Readsboro, where it 
seems probable that a valuable horse 
was poisoned.
